ALTON W. WHITEHOUSE, JR. ELECTED PRESIDENT OF THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 

Alton W. Whitehouse, Jr. was elected president of The Cleveland Museum of 
Art at the annual meeting of the Museum’s Board of Trustees on December 9, 1985. 
Mr. Whitehouse succeeds James H. Dempsey, Jr., who had been president for the 
past five years. Mr. Dempsey will continue as a trustee and will serve as 
chairman of the Finance Committee, a post previously held by Mr. Whitehouse. 

Other officers named at the Museum’s annual meeting were Daniel Jeremy Silver 
and Paul J. Vignos, Jr., both reelected vice presidents; George M. Humphrey II, 
elected treasurer; Evan H. Turner, reelected secretary; Albert J. Grossman, 
reappointed assistant treasurer; and William S. Talbot, reappointed assistant 
secretary . 

Mr. Whitehouse, chairman of the board and chief executive officer of The 
Standard Oil Company of Ohio, has been a trustee of the Museum for the past ten 
years. He was elected treasurer and chairman of the Museum’s Finance Committee 
in 1980 and was named first vice president of the Museum in 1982. He serves on 
the boards of a number of Cleveland corporations and many civic, cultural, and 
educational institutions. Mr. Whitehouse and his wife Helen live in the Cleveland 
suburb of Hunting Valley. 

Mr. Humphrey, an executive director of Russell Reynolds Associates, Inc. 
has been a trustee of the Museum for the past seven years and has served on the 
Museum’s Finance Committee and Development Committee. He is also a trustee of 
University Hospitals and The Cleveland Museum of Natural History. He and his 
wife Bonnie live in the Cleveland suburb of Gates Mills. 
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Mr. Dempsey, a partner in the law firm of Squire, Sanders & Dempsey, has 
been a trustee of the Museum since 1964. During his tenure as president, the 
Museum established a Development Office and conducted its first capital campaign 
to raise funds for the construction and endowment of a new library and gallery 
addition, opened to the public in February, 1984. Two floors of the new wing 
house the Ingalls Library with its collections of books, slides, and photographs, 
while the third floor provides additional galleries to exhibit the Museum's growing 
collections of 18th-, 19th-, and 20th-century European and American art. While 
Mr. Dempsey was president, the Museum's Conservation Department was moved into 
larger and much-needed new quarters, and Important scientific equipment was added 
as a result of his fund-raising efforts.
